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THE REVENUE. 
THERE are customs and associations in this country connected 
with the quarter of the year which terminates on Michaelmas 
Day which give to it a kind of specialty ; and it so chances 
that this year there are cireumstances which render the con- 
sideration of the returns of the national revenue more interesting 
than usual. More than one fiseal change comes into operation 
in the present month which may hereafter cause a strict com- 
parison with the returns of the present quarter, The results of

great financial experiments, which can scatcely ever be tried 
again on so grand a scale as that which has characterised the 
last two efforts of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, must become 
apparent ere long. At last we have arrived at a state of things 
in this country in which duties are levied for purposes of revenue 
only, and prohibition and protection have become entirely obsolete 
asfacts, In this month the new French tariff comes into action ; 
and by the end of the next three months some judgment will 
have been formed as to its influence on the trade between the

two countries, Necessarily somewhat behind us in the race of 
free trade, it is something for the professors of that doctrine to 
be able to congratulate both France and England that prohibi- 
tion at least has also ceased in the former land. Comparatively 
moderate duties are now imposed on all the most important 
articles of British manufacture. It is understood that our 
manufacturers feel no little confidence in the prospects of a 
growing trade in such articles as cotton goods, hosiery, pottery, 
cutlery, articles in leather, ships and boats, glass wares, carriages 
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and soon; while considerable capital on both sides is said to 

te embarked, numerous agencies appointed, and large orders 

given, It is not undeserving of notice that this new, and we 
trust large, outlet for our commercial enterprises should have been 
created at a moment when the civil war in America threatens 
to diminish, if*i: has not actually and seriously diminished, our 
trade with that couniry. It is, in fact, another illustration of that 
system of compensation with which free trade is so fall—of that 
creative power which is inherent in its very essence, and which 
is for ever supplying accidental deficiencies and neutralising 
bad effects arising from artificial or unexpected causes, The 
connection between the principles which regulate commerce and 
the revenue of this country are sufficiently obvious to justify an 
allusion to the inauguration of a new trading state of things 
between us and our neighbours in an examination of the con- 
dition of our national ledger for the quarter and the year. 

These considerations gain additional interest from the fact 
that there is a singular community of bewailing between the 
representatives of Protection in France and England respectively, 

Predictions of ruin and annihilation of industry among our 

neighbours and allies are curiously coincident with cries of 

exultation among a small retroactive section of political econo- 
mists in this country, who see in the falling off of our revenue 
this year what they conceive to be the first effects of the 
adoption of the principles of free trade as nearly as possible in 
their integrity, In the results of Mr, Gladstone’s financial 
scheme of last Session these shortsighted patriots see reason 
to chuckle over the prospect of coming difficulty and distress in 
the community to which they belong. In fact, they believe 
that they see the beginning of a reaction which is to prove that 
all which has been done by our greatest statesmen and financiers 
in the last ten years is wrong and injurious. A brief exa- 
mination of the items of revenue as they appear in the 
last returns will show on what grounds this mixture of 
triumph and lamentation is based. On the quarter just 
expired there is a deficiency amounting to £2,056,934 as com- 
pared with the corresponding quarter of 1861, For this, at any 
raté, the Customs duties are not responsible, for they show an 
increase of £94,000, If this proves anything, it deraonstrates 
that the results of the Commercial Treaty with France, which 
until now has only partially come inte operation, are not such 
as the desponding prophets declared would come to pass when 
we rednced or abolished our import duties ; and it speaks well 
for the future when the expansion of trade, arising from 
increased freedom of commerce, comes into fall operation. The 
Excise exhibits a decrease of £868,000; but it must be re- 
membered that in the corresponding quarter of last year the malt 
credit was made an extra receipt; and although the abolition 
of the paper duty has been still in suspense, and the import 
nominally levied, every one knows that the manufacture of 
that article has been greatly diminished, and in many cases 
temporarily suspended, and this may account in some degree for 
the falling off. Indeed, in most other respects, in the face of the 
bad harvest of last year, the yield from the Excise has somewhat 
increased, In Stamps there is a decrease of about £40,000, and 
in what are called Taxes there is anominal variation ; the former 
may be classed as purely casual, and attendant on fluctuations in 
business transactions which are common at this time of the year, 
Then comes the Income Tax, in which there is a diminution for 
the quarter of £1,290,000, clearly deducible from three causes— 
namely, the reduction from 10d. to 9d. in the pound ; the cir- 
cumstance that last year two quarterly payments were levied in 
the September quarter ; and lastly because, owing to the late 
period of the fession at which the tax was agreed to the collection 
has been postponed beyond the usual time. The Post Office 
account shows an increase amounting to £70,000, The decrease 
on the whole year is, however, only to be reckoned at £1,003,817, 
Surely this is no very alarming diminution, even if it proceeded 
from insensible causes, and could not be fally accounted for as 
the expected and predetermined effect of the operations of the 
Finance Minister, 

The alarmists will have more than this to fright them still 
farther from their propriety in the two quarters which have yet 
to pass before the close of the financial year in April next. The 
income tax will probably produce half a million less, and the 
repeal of the duty on paper will no doubt be accountable for 
another loss of about seven hundred thousand pounds; and this, 
added to the existing deficit, will make up a deficiency, as com- 
pared with 1261, of about £2,200,000. If we rémember rightly, 
this is exactly the calculation which entered into the Budget of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, This deficiency was stated as, 
if not inevitable, at least to be expected and reckoned upon, and 
provided for by a reduction in expenditure to a similar amount, 
which was stated in detail, Beyond this, there were on the occa- 
sion of the production of the financial statement, and in all the 
discussions on the Budget, indications of a preconceived notion 
in Mr, Gladstone's mind that the watchword of any future 
Minister must be abatement in the national disbursement. The 
temper of the House of Commons in dealing with the Estimates 
as a whole, and in criticism of the items, marked a strong 
sympathy in this respect with the executive guardian of the public 
purse, Many indications, slight in themselves but significant 
enough, point to a policy on the part of the Government founded 
on the principle of not only making a stand against further 
increase in our public expenditure, but of efforts to diminish 
and to curtail the existing high figures on the debit side of the 
balance-sheet of the country. Looking back on the history of the 
last Session of Parliament, it is not easy to see how any Government 
can come before the Legislature next year without developing 
some positive policy. The experiment of tinkering and pe idling 
was tried last year with very doubtful success, and withan accession 
of petty worry and wearisome trouble to the Ministry which its 
chiefs will hardly be so untactical and injadicious as to venture 
to encounter again. If they, in the exercise of their pradence 
and forethought, and assuming that responsibility which it is 





public, with reduction of national expenditure as the keystone 
of their policy, they wil) at once shift their responsibility on to 

the shoulders of Parliament ; and if that assembly should prove 

to be as crotchety and unmanageable, as variable and unstable, 

as it was last year, depend upon it that an appeal from them to 

public opinion upon such a question will tend to replace the 

existing body by one which will carry out those principles 

of government and legislation which must ere long prevail in 

the affairs of this country. It is the tritest of all remarks to 

say that the most rigid economist of the public purse does not 

desire to see efficiency sacrificed to mere abstract saving, No 
one wants to save money by the demolition of any service which 
contributes to the safety, the high position, or, using the words 
in their extended and comprehensive sense, the glory or the honour 
of England, The preservation of all these is abundantly con- 
sistent with an expenditure of much less than seventy millions ; 
and it remains to be seen whether the events of next winter 
will not furnish a necessity beyond appeal or contro] for some 
attempt at lightening taxation. 
At any rate, there are, we imagine, but few who believe that 

a national bankruptcy is impending because a single year 
presents what may be an exceptional, and certainly is a 
moderate, falling off in our revenue. A long succession of 
prosperity may have induced some feeling of timidity, just that 
which makes a man who has a good dea! to lose fear a robbery 
much more than he who has little or nothing to be abstracted 
from him, It may be that the favourable times which we have 
enjoyed are about to be followed by an era of troubles ; bat, if 
so, it will at least test the solidity of the foundations on which 
our national weal is based, and prove whether they are cal- 
culated to enable us equally to profit by the sunshine of pros- 

" perity and to bear the storms of adversity, Half the value of 
systems is derived from confidence in them, The politico- 
economic system which we in England have established in the 
last twenty years was, surely, never intended by its exponents and 
executants to be a mere fair-weather expedient, If, as we 
believe, it possesses the solidity and soundness for which its 
disciples and apostles give it credit, it will prove equal to either 
fortune, and as competent to avert misfortines which are in- 
cidental to all human things as it has undoubtedly already 
proved productive of blessings and success,

Ir 'no doubt savours of cowardice to indulge in any sort of 
exultation at the difficulties of a rival; but it is indeed difficult 
to peruse the file of American journals brought over by each 
successive mail without something like a quiet chuckle at the 
singular admissions which are gradually and most reluctantly 
forced out. Blessed ourselves with a really free and constitu- 
tional Government, a responsible Ministry, an unfettered press, 
and tiibunals of unquestionable integrity, it has been difficult— 
perhaps we ought rather to say unpalatable—to our imagina- 
tions to picture the actual condition of internal affairs on the 
other side of the Atlantic which has contribated so largely to 
bring about the present struggle, and promises fair to make its 
final solution a work of such time and difficulty, The serious 
hindrances presented by the want of a standing army and an 
adequate navy, formidable as they are, appear to us as nothing 
compared with the entire absence of actual freedom of thought 
and action involved in such proceedings as the torture of 
independent editors, an exercise of female influence 
rivalling the worst features of the Court of Louis XIV., 
and a consequent thrusting into responsible: positions of men 
of no real competency whatever. It is impossible at the 
same time not to connect this chronic disorder of the most 
exalted functions of American administration with the tone at 
once so unfairly and so persistently indulged in in reference to 
the attitude and intentions of this country. When will our 
Transatlantic kinsmen—as well as French Colonels and M. 
Dupin—begin to understand that war is the very last thing an 
Englishman thirsts for? Itis forced upon us undoubtedly from 
time to time, and we accept it as a necessity, and so meet and 
subdue it ; but we recognise it all the while as an odious neces- 
tity, involving an expenditure of human lives which we would 
fain spare, a waste of national treasure which we can ill afford, 
and an interruption to commerce which strikes us like a malig- 
nant disorder. A most miserable subject for contemplation is 
no doubt furnished by the present condition and future prospects 
of our cotton trade, and of the hundreds of thousands implicated 
in it; but even this, the South may be well assured, will not 
tempt us to force the blockade, We can aid shall wait for better 
times and wiser counsels, 

The customary tarring and feathering process of the States 
receives its exact counterpart in the stern surveillance exer- 
cised by the paternal Government of France over its 
press, All the explanations, official and other, which have 
this week appeared in reference to the inquisitorial inquiries 
addressed to editors in that country have failed to dis- 
abuse the general mind of the grave suspicion that sinister 
motives lurked in the background, The Ultramontane Bishop 
of Poitiers dexterously avails himself of the opportunity to 
plant another thorn in the side of “ Herod the Third,” and 
M. Dupin to utter a jeremiad on the Commercial Treaty in the 
shape of a reply to M. Chevalier. We cannot help repeating 
that the tone of M. Dupin’s letter, wherever this country is 
alluded to, is utterly unjustifiable, and, we had almost said, 
absurd, 

The attitude of passive resistance assumed in Hungary is, as 
we anticipated, placing the Austrian Government daily in 
deeper difficulties, The ill-advised step of preventing the 
assemblage of the Comitat at Pesth by military interference has 
been instantly followed by the resignation of all the municipal 
authorities, from the highest to the lowest. Has not the 
Emperor one wise man in his Council, or cannot he himself see 
who must win in such « match as this? 

A languid poll of nearly a week's duration has ended in the 
re-election of Alderman Cubitt to the office of Lord Mayor of 
London, In the City the contest seems to have excited but 
little interest. Among the general world we believe the 
selection will be, on the whole, gladly recognised, The year 
1862 will be an important one, and will bring a throng of 
foreign and distinguished visitors among us, and we believe 
the Lord Mayor owes his re-election chiefly to the hearty and 
indiscriminating manner in which he has dispensed the tradi- 
tional Lospitalities of our ancient city.

THE WARD-STAFF OF ONGAR. 

Our description of the “ Frey Feld Court of Corbey” and the mystic 
Vehmgerichte of the “Red Earth” recalls to mind a singularly 
uncouth and curious custom which prevailed in parts of Essex almost 
within the memory of many yet alive. The custom was known as the 
“ Ward-staff,” and consisted, as we shall see, in the delivery of a staff 
of wood to the lord of the manor in certain hundreds of Essex, who, 
after some remarkable formalities, caused it to be transmitted to the 
lord of the manor at the next hundred, and so on, until, having been 
carried through the towns and hundreds of the county as far as Atte 
W ode, it was thrown into the sea, 

The object of the procession was apparently to have a yearly muster 
of fencible men, who were appointed to guard the hundred against 
murders and robberies, for both of which it was liable to pay a fine; 
and it is interesting to know that this rude mode of assembling the 
tenants and Jandlords was derived, like the famous tribunals just men- 
tioned, from the rites and ceremonials of the eatly Teutonic worship.* 

TALE OF THE WARD-STAFF.t 

“ Anngar Hundr,—The order of the gathering and yearly making of 
the Ward-staff of the King there, with the due course and circumstance 
of the yearly watch, ward, and service-Royal, incident to the same, 
‘That is to say 

“ First, the bailliff of the said liberty or hundred shall gather and 
yearly make the ward-staft of some willow bough growing in Abb2sse 
Rothing Wood the Sunday next before Hock Manday, which shall 
contain m length iii quarters of a yard and viii inches round in com- 
passe, or thereabout, and he shall convey the same immediately unto 
the Mannor-place of Ruckwood Hall, in Abbasse Rothing, where the 
lord of the said manor for the time being shall reverently the same 
receive into his house, and shali rowle it up in a faire linnen cloth or 
towel, and so lay it upon some pillow or cushion on a table 
standing in the chief or highest place in the hall of the said 
manor-place, there to remain until the said bailiffe shall have 
refreshed himself. And when the said bayliff shall see convenient 
time to depart he shall convey the same staff by sunne shining { 
unto Wardhatch-lane, besides long, Barnes, in Bothing aforesaid, 
When and where the said Lord of Ruckwood Hall, and | and eve 
other tenant and tennants, and landowners, which by reason of t! 

, tenure do hold their lands likewise by service royal, to watch and ward 
the said staff there, upon convenient summons and warning to be given 
unto them yearly by the eaid Lord of Ruckwood Hall for the time 
being, with their full ordinary number of able men well farnished with 
sufficient weapon shall attend, Whereupon the Lord of Ruckwood 
Hall shall then and there yearly, at his own proper cost and charges, 
have ready prepared a great rope, called a bar, with a bell hanging on 
the end of the same, which he cause to be extended overthwart 
the said lane, as the custom hath been, to stay and arrest such 
people as would pass i At the end of which said bar, 
not far from the eaid bell, shall be laid down reverently the said 
staff upon a pillow or cushion on the ground; which done, 
forthwith the said bailiffe shall severally call the names of all the 
aforesaid tenants and landowners, who shall present their said ordinary 
number of men accordingly. Then shali the said bailiffe, in the Kin 
our Sovereign Lord’s name, straitly charge and command these an 
every of them to watch and keep the ward in due silence, so that the 
King be harmless and the country scatheless, until the sunne arrising, 
when good hour shall be for the said Lord of Ruckwood Hall to repair 
unto the said staff, who in the presence of the whole Waich shall take 
the same staff with his hand, and shall make — the upper rind of 
the same with a knife a score or notch, as a mark or token, prey | 
their lcyal service done for that year in this behalf; and so shi 
deliver the said Staffe unto the Bailiffe, sending it unto the Lord or 
landowner of the mannor of Fiffield, or unto the Tennant resient, say- 
ing this notable narration of the Ward-Staffe hereafter written, in the 
Saxon tongue; which done, they may hale up the said bar, and depart 
at their pleasure.” 


Then follows the “Tale,” of which we can give but a few lines, but 
in which, corrupted by the errors of the transcribers and modernised 
by the rustics who repeated it, can still be recognised the tone and the 
phraseology of the courts of the Eresburgh.§

how the af Lord of Ru Hall and other tenants, which, 

*by reason of their tenures of their lands, owe suit and service to watch 
the said staff at Abbass Rothing aforesaid, have done done their watch 
and service-royall aceordingly the night before. Then shall he clothe 
it again, lay it in order, and use it in every degree as the Lord of 
Ruckwood Hall hath done,” &c. 

“ This is called Abbass Rothing watch. 

“ N.B,—The watch is kept at the cross with a hand at the Three 
Wants in Fiffield,” 

The MS. proceeds to describe how, with the same ceremonies, the 
steff is cartes on the Tuesday following to the lord of the manor of 
Nash Hall, in High Ongar, who unfolds it, &c., as before. 

On Wednesday it was borne to Navestock, &c,, as before, 

On Thursday to Stapleford Abbots, &c, 

On Friday to Lamborne, &c, 

On Sunday to Chigwell, &c. 

On the Monday following to Theydon Gernon., 

On the Tuesday to Morton. 

On the Wednesday to Maudlin-Laver.

* The Free Field Court of Corby was, as we have observed, under the 
supremacy of priests of the Temple which contained the “Irmin sule” or 
pillar of Irmin. This pillar is supposed to have been the trank of a tree, under 
which rude symbol Thor was likewise and the reverence shown to 
the ward by the East Saxons was undow a vestige of that formerly 
shown to the great tutelary deity. 

¢t From an account of the rents of the hundred granted to John Stoner in 
the 34th of Henry VIIIL., which are said to have been “done, paid, and ob- 
eerved from the time when the Saxons inhabited the realm.”

SCIENTIFIC NEWS, 


ELECTRICITY GENERATED BY EVAPORATION,—M. Palmieri, 
in a note in the Cosmos, states that in order to obtain electricity by condensing 
vapours he had some water in a capsule of platinum not insulated mie to 
boil slowly. He collected the vapour upon a platinum refrigerator at a height 
of abont 2ft. above the surface of the water, and by means of a condensing 
electroecope soon convinced himself that the vapour manifested positive 
electricity, Encouraged by this result, he next sought to discover the negative 
electricity in the capsule of platinum which contained the water in a state of 
vaporisation. Having isolated the capsule and put it in connection with a 
condensing electroscope, he concentrated the solar rays on the distilled water 
in the capsule by means of a lens about afoot in diameter. He thus obtained 
a superficial ebullition, hardly visible,.and also indications of negative 
electricity in the capsule. He afterwards varied the mode of experimenting, 
and operated on different liquids, 

Atomic WericuTs or SrmpLe SussTANcEs—The great 
chemist, M. Dumas, in presenting to the French Academy of Sciencs th 
great work of his pupil Stas on this subject, made some pleasing remarks :— 
“ Between my analyses and those of M. Stas there is this difference—that he 
has experimented on far greater quantities of matter than I." Now, it seoms to 
me that in these conditions the inevitable impurities of the chemical sub- 
stances on which we operate must exercise more disturbing influence, and 
that the atomic weights thus obtained will be necessarily less exact. Thus, 
where I thought that I had discovered a confirmation of the law of Prout, 
M. Stas sees a negation. Happily, between him and me, it is only a question 
of experiment. We shall resolve it, and shall certainly come to an agreement. 


EROSION OF LEAD By InsEctTs.—M, Scheurer-Kestner recently 
sent to M. Milne-dwards a letter accompanying a small box containing a 
hymenopterous insect (not Sirex) found under the following circumstances. 
One of the beams supporting a leaden sulphuric chamber, quite new and 
unused, was covered with sheet lead about the ninth of an inch thick. A few 
days previously to his wi z, ope of the plambers gave him the insect, and 
pointed out a Cylindrical hole in the lead. The larva of the insect had been 
deposited in the wood, and the insect had pierced through both wood and lead 
in order to obtain access to the air. The workman seized it when the fore 
half of its body was disengaged. The writer hopes to be able to send a piece 
of the pierced lead. He also fears the consequences of erosion iu the walls of 
the chamber whereby the sulphuric acid might escape. 


Coat Mines Lir sy Execrriciry—Dr. John Taylor, of 
Glasgow, in some remarks on “ Firedamp in Coal Mines,” addressed to th: 
Philosophical Society of that city, printed in their Proceedings, sugges‘s 
the employment of hermetically-sealed vacuum tubes, which can now be 
steadily illumined by means of the induction current from the Ruhmkori& 
coil and similar apparatus. These luminous} tubes could be suspended in the 
centre of the chamber, and if accidentally broken no harm would ensue but 
the extinction of the light, as the brush from the exposed end of the wire o 
the voltaic battery would not ignite a gaseous mixture. The battery could 
be kept in a distant part of the down-cast passage, where nodanger of explosion 
could occur; and all that would be required would be the renewal of the 
exciting liquids. Dr. Taylor also figures and describes an apparatus devised 
for constantly indicating the proportion of firedamp in the atmosphere of 
coal mines, and for giving alarm when the quantity approaches the explosion 
point. 

THE GARDEN RHUBARB (Rheum rhaponticum),—The leat- 
stalks of this useful plant have been analysed by Dr. C. T. Jackson. They yield 
by pressure 90 per cent of clear juice, and 10 per cent of cellalose and fibrous 
matter. 1000 grains of filtered juice, on evaporation, yielded 31 grains of solid 
extract; this, burned, leaves 3°3 grains of ashes, or the saline matters of the 
plant converted mostly into carbonates of the alkali and lime. The ashes, 
analysed, yielded potash, 1‘717; phosphate of lime, 0°350; lim2,00)2; car- 
bonic acid, 1.200: total, 3-269. 1000 grains of the flitered juice, analyso1 for 
the acids, saccharine matter, and mucilage, gave oxalic acid, 3°53; malic asid, 
7°30; glucose or grape sugar, 9°63; mucilage, 3°30: total, 23°76. The juice of 
the rhubarb stalks is the best source from which we can obtain malic acid. 
This juice has been employed to make an imitation of champagne Wine, buat 
the absence of cream of tartar renders it unfit for that purpose, and the so- 
called wine is more like cider, the malic being the characteristic acid preseat. 


HUMMINGBIRDS’ NEsts,—Two of these have been exhibited 
at a meeting of the Boston Natural History Society by Dr. Brewer. It has 
long been a matter of doubt as to what is the material of which these nests are 
made. It is soft, white, cottony, homogeneous, and shingled on th: ou 
with lichens; though evidently of vegetable origin, the precise material was 
not known. In a nest from Massachusetts it proves to be the down which 
protects the buds of the oak-tree in spring, and ia this instance the red oak, 
In one from Georgia it was of a coarser character, but probably obtained from 
a similar southern oak. 

THE GvANO OF PERU is generally supposed to owe its fer- 
tilicing properties to the quantity of ammoniacal salts and uric acid which it 
possesses; although it is well known that ammoniacal salts, combined in the 
same proportions as the nitrogen of the guano, will not produce the same 
results. Baron Liebig, after investigating different kinds of guano, attribates 
their differences to the varying quantity of oxalic acid which they contain. 
He says that, in order to know the value of apy guano, it is not sufficient to 
ascertain the quantity of nitrogen aud phosphoric acid in it, but also the 
amount of oxalic acid. 


MEASUREMENT OF ELECTRIC RESISTANCE-—Professor W. 
Thomson, of Glasgow, in a note sent to the Royal Society ani printed in the 
last number of its Proceedings, states that in measuring the resistaaces of short 
lengths of wire by Wheatstone’s balance he often experience] considerable 
difficulty in consequence of the resistances presented by the contacts between 
the ends of the il connected branches. This difficulty, he says, may 
generally be overcome by soldering or amalgamating the contacts; bat even 
with these connections there is some uncertainty relating to the dimensions of 
the solder when the wires tested are very short. He thus has sometimes failed 
altogether to obtain res: Its, and has therefore been compellei to plan a new 
method for measuring electric resistances, by which, he asserts, no sensible 
error can be produced by uucertainty of the connections, even though made 
with no extraordinary care. He employs only direct metallic contact between 
two ends of the standard and the tested conductors (or forms good connection 
with binding-screws or otherwise), the other ends being joined to the two 
electrodes of a galvanic element. We must refer to the paper itself for details 
of the construction of this new electro-dynamic balance for the principles on 
which it is based, and for suggestions for its practical application.

There is nothing like it for clean beauty, unless it be 
some wild wood walk between embowering hazels, where neither 
hooked bramble, armed gorse, nor bushy scrub forms an gem ged 
underwood. Then the aroma of the hops floats around with its 
drowsy perfume, bringing before the half-closed eyes soothing visions 
of lotus-eaters; Castles of Indolence turretted in the clouds; 
swayings to and fro of blown-back hair with its golden shine ; and 
we think no more of the fever and the fret of the far away work-a- 
day world, where men sit “and hear each other groan,” until

The hop is a perennial-rooted plant with an annual stem, which 
crows from 12 to 15ft. high, and even more, and is found wild in 
thousands of places on our feland, where it has grown through ings 
centuries. It flowers in June and ripens in September, about which 
time the cones are gathered. The young shoots of the wild hop were 
plucked in spring by our forefathers and boiled and eaten as greens 
long before the plant was cultivated and used in brewing. Nor was it 
uecommon for cultivated hop-tops to be sold in our markets a few years 
azo, when they were dressed and eaten like ee. Though several 
vorieties of the hop are grown, *as the , green, white-bi and 
overs, they all belong to one species, The red-bind, though small, is 
« very hardy plant, growing in expesed p‘aces, and resisting the att acks 
of insects, and often standing when all the other varities peri The 
yrcen-bind is very productive when the season is favourable, and grows 
iu poorer soil than the white-bind, as the latter is a very delicate plant, 
aud fetches the highest price in the market. Though hops are dis- 
tiagnished by our Planter as the Goldings, Flemish, gr, 
oluer names, the Farnham has the highest reputation, being’ 
sorted and cleaned, and generally picked before they are quite ri 
which gives them a delicate flavour. They are mostly bought by 
dealers at a very high price, and retailed to private families, being 
preferred on account of their pale colour and the superior flavour they 
are believed to give to malt liquors. Other crops are equally good 
in every way, though they do not realise such prices; and had 
Suakspeare’s Juliet been a hop-merchant’s daughter she would have 
replied differently to her own question when she asked—“ What's in a 
name’” These pockets are marked with a peculiar stamp, which is 
never used for more than one year, then changed, and the growers are 
Lound to pay a vagy, aye if any other than Farnham hops are put 
into these pockets, — eres in the next parish, divided only b:

The time for hop-picking is shown through the cones throwing out a

The hop-bins, or cribs, are placed in the sunniest part of the ground, 
where the cones are soonest ripe, and are of the simplest construction, 
consisting of four posts or legs, to which are nailed four boards holding

INAUGURATION OF THE ITALIAN 
' EXPOSITION. 


ENGLISHMEN felt that the day which, some ten years 
, witnessed the opening of the world’s fair in 
Hyde Park was a memorable one, and calculated to 
make an epoch in the lives of most of those who 
were present at it. Yet the occasion was of smali 
moment and ig + in the national history as 
compared with the opening-day of the first Italian 
Exposition of Industry and Art. For Italy, this ex- 
pone has been not only the first thing of the kind, 
ut the rut Sing of any kind that the nati-n has 
ever accompli its united efforts, For Italy the 
exposition is not only a great fact and milestone in 
the path of social progress, but also in that of po- 
litical history. Indeed, its significance in the latter 
aspect overrules, in the opinion and feelings of the 
Italians, its purely social and industrial importance. 
The yearning longing for union which bas sprung ont 
of the conviction, acquired during long years of de- 
gradation and misery, that all the woes of Italy have 
more or less directly been caused by disunion, has 
become a national passion of so engrossing a kind 
that any means of assuring themselves and proving o 
others that this union is at last a real, living, operati: ¢ 
fact is infinitely precious to them. This meeting has 
for them all the significance and all the emotional 
character of the Christmas gathering of a numerors 
and long-divided family. The cheer is less con- 
sidered than the thought that “here we are al) once 
more er.” It is not so much that the machires 
from , the pianos from Naples, the carvings 
from Siena, the wines from Sicily, the silks from Turin, the earthen- 
ware from Florence are al] here, and are encouragingly good in 
their several kinds, so much as that Milanese, Neapolitans, Sienece, 
| Sicilians, Turinese, and Florentines, together with the citizens of a

| in the building, The doors were then shut, and the patiently-expecting 
crowd got into their places as best they might to await the coming of 
| the King. This had been fixed for eleven, but his Majesty did not

ing in a lady

of the King, and for the ceremony of the opening, is a very larre 
semicircular building, situated at the extreme end of the entire edifice, 
so as to occupy a position analogous to that of the lady chapel of a 
cathedral, to which we on a former occasion compared it. All around 
the semicircular wall of the saloon was raised an orchestra, sufficiently 
capacious to contain a powerful band and a very strong choir of 
voices, A little in front of this, so as to be nearly in the centre of 
the chamber, a handsome throne was raised, with two armchairs, 
intended for the King and his cousin, the Prince of Carignap, Then 
all around and in front of this, and across the are of the semicircle, 
were rows of seats for the spectators.
